\Yhere theie is too 


small a rainfall to allow mam crops to grow, the 
Department of Xgricuhnre is tni'iir to intioduce 


plants suited to the conditions. 
For this purpose 


it ransacks the arid or semi-arid districts of 
Africa arid Asia. For instance, macaroni wheat 
will thrive on ten inches of rainfall, producing 
fifteen bushels to the acre where common wheat 
will not grow. A report of the Bureau of Plant 
Industry sa%s that a "very large fraction of a mil- 
lion square miles" is suited to macaroni wheat. 
Here H the potentiality of vast additions to the 
agricultural wealth of the United States. Tiien 
there are various forage plants with little thirst, 
such as the millets, the sorghums, Kaffir corn, 
certain new drought-resisting oats and barley, 
and man> more, which the department finds in 
Algeria, Turkestan, ami other

countries.

With the installation of irri- 


gation and the increa.se in the gold output comes 
the information that silver it. on the rise again. 
The price on Monday was 64 1-2 cents an ounce, 
or exa£tlv one-half of what it was before the de- 
monetization of the white metal. 
This is the 


highest market quotation for silver in eight years. 


A remarkable feature of the rise is that the 


value of silver as a commodity is now greater 
than its value as a coin, and it is even possible 
that Mexico and Japan may have to take meas- 
ures to protect their silver coin from being melted 
down for shipment out of those countries, for sale 
in other lands. 


The increase of the value of silver is due of 


course to the great increase in the output of gold, 
the cheapness of which means the dcarness of 
everything else. 
And Nevada, by contribution 


to the (increase of the, one product, is fortunate 
to be 3b!e to increase the value of the other.
